Coming at this time. and 
without previous intimation, it is felt 
th a t considerations other than those 
he mentioned influenced Mr. Elliott. 
Had he been induced to give up the 
presidency by stress of his own busi­ 
ness, there is every reason to believe 
he would have taken the step at the 
recent meeting of the stockholders. 
That he would then nave declined to 
accept a re-election, rather than ac. 
cept an office and resign it within a 
fortnight, had there not intervened 
some new and weighty cause, is ac­ 
cepted as the fact. 
Hawley Affair Responsible. 
There is no real mystery about the 
affair. 
Mr. Elliott, has devoted him ­ 
self without stint to the building up 
of the baseball association and to his 
contribution of effort and 
business 
judgm ent is largely due the success 
of the team.

ORGANIZE CLASS 
FOR EXTENSION CAUSE 


NEW YORK. Jan. 14.— The rehab­ 
ilitation of the governor s room in the 
New York city hall is one of the most 
interesting historical restorations un­ 
dertaken in recent years. 
The en­ 
terprise has 
been 
.nude 
possible 
through the generosity 
and 
public, 
spirit of Mrs. Russell Sage, who nap 
given the municipality $25,000 
in 
cash for this purpose. 
The governor’s room in the 
city 
hall is closely interwoven witn the 
story of colonial New York. 
The 
original building containing the room 
was finished in 1903. 
Several alter­ 
ations have been m a l e ' during the 
century and as a result the room has 
not only lost its originality and his­ 
torical charm, but it has been much 
criticised for the mist a1 en ideas in­ 
volved in the last attempt at restora­ 
tion. 
As a result of these conditions 
a search was instituted some 
time 
ago for the original plans aud this 
quest has resulted in finding the orig­ 
inal plans in the collections of 
the 
historical society. 
It is for the re­ 
storation of the governor’s room ac- 
these original plans that 
Mrs. Russell Sage has appropriated 
$15,000. 
It is understood the re 
storation will be mainly r 
tricted to 
the ceiling and walls as most of the 
historic furniture is still in the room. 1 
The room contains many of 
e best 
pictures owned by the cit;*, including 
portraits of many of th governors of j 
the state. 
The room itself is a reel-! 
angle about 
50x25 
feet, with 
two 
large a l c o v e s , located on the second 
floor. 
It was in use as an historical 
show room, and it 
has 
been the 
scene of many notable receptions in 
bygone years of the city’s history.
